AT THE GRADE CROSSING 
American railroads are waging their 
annual campaign for ‘^crossing crossings 
cautiously.*’ In the language of fhe direc- 
tor of poublic relations of the Atlantic 
Coast Line, “ continued education of the 
motoring public offers the only hope of 
preventing the loss of life from accidents 
at such places.” 
Notwithstanding the efforts at “ educat­ 
ing” the motor drivers, 2,56 8 people were 
killed and 6 ,6 6 7 people were injured in 
grade crossing » accidents 
during 
19 28 . 
“ Some idea of how reckless many motor­ 
ists are” is revealed in the fact that 21 
per cent of these accidents were caused 
by motor vehicles running into the sides 
of trains. 
Against this mounting toll at grade 
crossings due to motor drivers, the rail­ 
roads have greatly increased the safety of 
rail travel and employment. 
They have 
accomplsihed 
a great 
deal 
in training 
their employes to be more careful. Rail­ 
road casualties have been decreasing as 
the result of safety instructions. 
As to the blame for collisions between 
motor vehicles and trams at grade cross­ 
ings, the supreme court of the 
United 
States put it plainly; 
“ When a man 
goes upon a railroad 
track he knows that he goes to a place 
where he will be killed if a train comes 
upon him before he is' clear of the track. 
He knows that he must stop for the train, 
not the train stop for him.*" 
Because so many 
drivers 
take 
long 
chances, collisions at grade crossings per 
sist. 
The one practical method of saving 
motorists from 
trains 
is to eliminate 
crossings at grade. 
So stupendous would 
be the cost of providing under-passes or 
bridges wherever highw^ays and railroads 
intersect that this ideal condition is out 
of the question. 
Most drivers should know that the na­ 
tion’s greatest tribunal has ruled that the 
blame for collisions at crossings is placed 
on the driver of a highway vehicle, not on 
the driver of the locomotive. This should 
be enough to make them cautious before 
they go over tracks. 
Soon or late, some 
driver will be punished in criminal court 
for causing a collision at a crossing, and 
others of the take-a-chance element will 
consider that protection of their freedom 
combined with the safety of their persons 
as well as of the persons of their com­ 
panions requires that they cease their 
practice of dashing over crossings.

GOVERNOR BY APPOINTMENT 
Col. Theodore Roosevelt, emerging from 
a game expedition in the wilds of Asia, is 
to become governor of the island of Porto 
Rico, an American territory. 
His choice 
by President Hoover was announced some 
.weeks ago, but the rotogravure sections of 
New York newspapers show’ that he is still 
half w’ay around the w’orld from his new 
post. 
Meanw’hlie, Porto Rico is surviving. 
Col. Roosevelt has the “ itch” for hold­ 
ing public office, and it is evident that he 
has a liking for playing politics. He lacks 
his father’s 
aptitude 
for the American 
game of lining up the voters, but his party 
chiefs have found him useful, else they 
¡would not appear to be encouraging his 
ambitions. 
The present Col. Roosevelt 
has political aspirations albeit the electors 
of New York state w’ere ruthless in smoth­ 
ering him when he made bold to offer for 
governor. 
The governor ship of Porto Rico is a 
high-seeming 
office 
of 
ho 
particular 
pow’er. 
It does not hold the influence of 
the governor Generalship of the Philip­ 
pines. 
How many readers remember the 
name of the Porto Rico governor whom 
Col. Roosevelt is called to succeed? The 
office is not a stepping stone to something 
better on the mainland. It is the top rung 
on Its particular ladder. 
So long as Col- 
Etoosevelt is being addressed as “ vour ex- 


rrnä 
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cellency” in Porto Rico, the Hoover ad­ 
ministration will be reasonably safe from 
any foolish outbreaks on his part.

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FAIR PLAY 


In these days of widespread interest in 
games and athletics, fair play and good 
sportsmanship have become something of 
a creed. The crowd roars its approval of 
the man who is modest in victory and 
smiling in defeat and is quick to detect 
and blame the spirit of personal bitter­ 
ness in the strife of sport. 
It glories in 
the contest but insists that fair play shall 
govern it. 
We are likely to be less sensitive and 
sensible when the conflict is one of ideas. 
We are too ready to accuse a man of in­ 
sincerity, double-dealing and ignorance 
simply because we do not agree with him. 
We allow our prejudices to bring a sinis­ 
ter note into our debates and controver­ 
sies. 
This sort of thing denies the spirit of 
fair play in the province where we need 
it most. When a man announces his opin­ 
ion or doctrine, he offers it to the public 
test of the truth. 
It should be sufficient 
that it stand or fall by that test alone. To 
cloud the issue with bitter passions and 
personalities is to prove ourselves disloyal 
to the truth which we profess to seek. It 
is neither fair play nor good sportsman­ 
ship, and it wins no victory that is worth 
while. 


SPECULATION AND WHEAT PRICES 
From Duluth Herald. 
One of the easiest things in the world 
is to suggest government interference in 
business for the public benefit. 
One of the hardest things in the world 
is to devise any method of government in­ 
terference, however well meant, that does 
not do more harm than good. 
For instance, it seems very clear that 
one reason for the present pathetic slump 
in the price of wheat is that there is no 
speculative element in the grain market 
any more to support the market. 
Congress sought to cure what it con­ 
sidered to be the evils of speculation in 
farm products. 
It was asked to prohibit 
future trading, but because it found that 
absolutely 
necessary even in such non- 
speculative 
enterprises 
as 
milling, 
it 
couldn’t. So it adopted an elaborate sys* 
tern of department of agriculture super­ 
vision over gain trading. 
All deals must 
be reported, and the subject to govern­ 
ment anaylsis. When trading totals pptore 
than certain specified figures, the dealers 
may be compelled to tell all about every 
trader and every trade. * 
The government hasn’t forbidden specu­ 
lation in farm products. But it has made 
it so uncomfortable that it just isn’t done 
any more. 
People disposed to speculate 
will not submit their affairs to govern­ 
ment agencies for review, and they don’t 
have to. So when they speculate they do 
it now in something else than gain. 
The average 
speculator 
is always a 
buyer. 
In the old days when gain prices 
slumped, they would look attractive to the 
speclator and he would buy for a rise, 
thus stabilizing the market. 
When grain 
prices slumped this time, speculators were 
not interested, and there 
were none of 
them in the market. So the slump just 
kept on, to the terrible cost of the wheat 
grower. 
There are observers who declare that 
wheat would be 25 cents a bushel higher 
than it is today if the old speculative con­ 
ditions still existed. 
That seems a very 
high price to pay for trying out experi­ 
ments in government interference 
with 
business processes.
